FUNERAL OF THE LATE KISG, ETC. 


From the Commercial Advertiser, Honolul, 
of the 14th ult., we glean the following : 

The fuoeral of his late Majesty, Kame- 
hameha V., took place with greut -acteodant 
pomp on January llth. The coriege was 
composed of military, cavalry and infantry ; 
the Fire Department, 75 strong ; members of 
the Mechanics’ Union, Good Templars, 
Knights of Pythias, Odd Fellows, Free 
Masons, aed Royal Arch. The. band of the 
Hawaiian military was io attendance, play- 
ing splendid funeral marches ; as was also 
the marine corps of the U.SS. Benicla. The 
hearse was of a substantial ¢baracter, drawn 
by tour horses, with ruouiug footmen leading 
them’; at the four corners of the platform 
which bore the coffin were four pillars, at- 
tached to which’ was a tith canupy, sur- 
mounted by the crown. The bearse was 
heavily draped wits black, relieved only by a 
white tringe. Theease which contained the 
remains of tbe late King weighed something 
overuton. Upon the arrival of the cortege 
atthe mausoleum, and after the coffin bad 
been properly situated, the burial rites and 
the Masonic ritual were solemnly vone 
through, upon which a royal salute was fired 
aud the band played a requiem over the re- 
mains of his late Majesty. 

The newly elected Sovercign, King Luna- 
lilo, was present at the cerewory, and after 
its completion be was escoited by large 
crowds of spectators to the palace, amidst 
loud shouts of ‘‘Lunaliio the King.” 

His Majesty the King bas been pleased to 
appoini the following gentlemen to be mem- 
bers of bis C.binet,-viz.: Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, Hon. Chas. R. Bishop ; Minister 
of Interior, E. O. Hall ; Mivister of Finance, 
Robert Stirling ; Attoracy General; Hon. A, 
F. Judd. 

Each of the above gentlemen is well known 
by most every person io the Kingdom, avd 
weare vot, perhaps, saying enough, when 
we say that their appoiatment meets in every 
respect with the popular approval.
